DOORS. 

AAA.  Oil  Finish  Doors— Material  for  AAA  Oil  Finish  Doors  must  be  Clear,  no  white 
sap  admitted.  Workmanship  must  be  good. 

AA.  Oil  Finish  D  oors — Material  for  AA  Oil  Finish  Doors  must  be  Clear,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  that  white  sap  will  be  admitted,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  the  face  of  any  one 
piece.  Workmanship  must  be  good. 

No.  1  Quality. — Material  in  No.  1  Doors  must  be  Clear,  with  the  exception  that  water  stains 
and  small  pin  knots  not  exceeding  one-fourth  ( % )  inch  in  diameter  may  be  admitted.  No  piece  to 
contain  more  than  two  (2)  such  defects  and  no  door  more  than  five  (5)  such  defects  on  each  side; 
white  sap  not  considered  a  defect.  Workmanship  must  be  good. 

No.  2  Quality. — Material  in  No.  2  Doors  may  contain  knots  not  to  exceed  one  (1)  inch  in 
diameter,  and  blue  sap  showing  on  both  sides  not  to  exceed  fifty  (50)  per  cent  in  any  one  piece  of  the 
door  and  gum  spots  showing  on  one  ( 1 )  side  of  a  piece  only  and  other  slight  defects  shall  not  exceed 
ten  (10)  in  number  on  each  side  and  each  white  pine  stile,  bottom  and  lock  rail  must  contain  at  least 
one  (1)  and  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  such  defects,  plugs  admitted  and  not  regarded  as  a  defect.  Slight 
defects  in  workmanship  admitted 

No.  3  Quality. — Material  in  No.  3  Doors  may  contain  all  stained  sap  and  small  worm  holes 
and  fine  shake;  also  knots  not  exceeding  one  and  three-fourths  (1^)  inches  in  diameter.  Twenty(20) 
defects  may  be  allowed  on  each  side;  also  slight  defects  in  workmanship.  Each  piece  of  white  pine 
in  a  No.  3  Door  must  contain  a  defect.  Not  more  than  six  (6)  defects  allowed  in  any  one  piece. 

No.  4  Quality. — No.  4  Doors  are  regarded  as  a  cull  door  and  must  contain  large  coarse 
knots  and  may  contain  rot,  worm  holes,  shake  and  other  serious  defects. 

A  Standard  Door  may  be  through  tennon,  blind  tennon  or  dowelled. 

WINDOWS. 

ChecK  K.ail  Windows  may  contain  two  (2)  knots  three-eighths  (^)  inch  in  diameter  or 
one  red  knot  five-eighths  ( ^ )  inch  in  diameter  in  each  piece  of  a  window.  White  sap  and  not  over 
thirty-three  and  one-third  (33*/^)  per  cent  blue  sap  may  be  admitted  in  any  one  window.  Workman¬ 
ship  must  be  good. 

Plain  R.ail  Windows  and  Sash  may  contain  blue  sap  and  small  knots. 

BLINDS. 

No.  1  Outside  Blinds  must  be  made  of  Clear  lumber  except  that  small  sound  pin  knots, 
water  stain  and  white  sap  may  be  admitted.  Workmanship  must  be  good. 

WOODS  ADMISSIBLE,. 

Woods  other  than  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota  or  Western  White  Pine 

admitted  in  Doors,  Blinds  and  Windows  except  in  Oil  Finish  Goods. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  ORDERING 

Valuable  time  will  be  saved  us  in  serving  our  patrons  by  their  close  observance  of  the  following 
directions: 

Unless  otherwise  specified  or  covered  by  standing  instructions  to  the  contrary,  we  will  understand 
all  orders  as  calling  for  REGULAR  WESTERN  STYLES  OF  GOODS,  as  described  in' this  catalogue. 
The  universal  rule  in  ordering  millwork  is  to  give  the  width  first  andThen  the  height. 


WINDOWS  and  SASH 


A — The  term  Sash  indicates  a  single  piece. 

B — The  term  Window  means  two  pieces,  an  upper  and  a 
lower  Sash,  made  with  either  plain  or  check  rail. 

C — In  ordering  regular  sizes  of  Sash  or  Windovys,  give 
size  of  glass  and  number  of  lights  and  thickness; 
if  a  Window,  whether  check  or  plain  rail;  state 
whether  open  or  glazed,  and  if  glazed,  whether  with 
single  or  double  strength  glass. 

D — In  ordering  odd  sizes,  give  the  size  of  opening  to  be 
filled  and  describe  as  above. 


E — When  measurements  are  given  in  inches,  it  usually 
indicates  the  glass  size,  and  we  will  so  understand 
it;  when  given  in  feet  and  inches  the  outside  meas¬ 
ure  or  opening  is  understood. 

F — In  ordering  Segment  or  Circle-head  Sash  and  Windows, 
give  the  number  of  style  desired  (see  page  67)  and 
the  radius  of  Circle  or  Segment.  If  no  number 
or  proper  description  is  given  in  ordering  we  will 
substitute  for  Circle  Head  Style  No.  2  and  for 
Segment  Head  Style  No.  4,  using  our  regular  radius, 
which  is  the  width  of  the  Sash  for  Segment  Heads 
and  one-half  the  width  of  Sash  for  Circle  Heads. 


DOORS 


G — In  ordering  always  give  width,  height,  thickness, 
number  of  panels  and  quality.  If  full  instruc¬ 
tions  are  not  given,  to  save  time  in  shipment,  we 
assume  that  our  Standard  Door,  inch.  Four 
Panel  O.  G.  No.  1  quality  is  desired,  and  will  fill 
order  accordingly. 

H — If  other  than  Four  Panel  O.  G.  Doors  are  required, 
for  panel  Doors  give  number  and  arrangement  of 


panels  and  style  of  Sticking;  for  Sash  Doors  give 
number  of  style  desired-,  indicate  whether  open  or 
glazed,  and  if  glazed,  style  of  glazing. 

I — When  Moulded  Doors  are  required  state  whether 
flush  or  raised  mould  is  desired,  and  if  to  be  moulded 
on  one  or  two  sides. 


BLINDS 

In  ordering  specify  whether  Outside  (O.  S.)  or  Inside  (I.  S.)  Blinds  are  wanted. 


J — OUTSIDE  BLINDS.  In  ordering  Outside  Blinds, 
if  regular,  give  size  of  glass  and  number  of  lights 
in  window  for  which  they  are  intended,  and  size 
of  opening  to  be  filled;  if  odd,  give  thickness  and 
state  if  rolling  slats  (R.  S.),  stationary  slats  (S.  S.), 
or  half  rolling  and  half  stationary  slats  0^  R.  S., 
3^  S.  S.)  are  required.  If  other  than  these  styles 
are  required,  order  must  so  state. 

K — The  regular  opening  for  Outside  Blinds  is  one  (1) 
inch  longer  than  Check  Rail  Windows  of  corre¬ 
sponding  glass  size.  W'here  Blinds  of  extra  length 
for  brick  buildings  are  desired,  order  must  so  state, 
and  Blinds  will  then  be  made  two  (2)  inches  longer 
than  sash  opening. 

L— Our  Standard  Blinds  are  lyg  inch  thick,  full  rolling 
slats  made  for  regular  openings,  as  above  described. 
When  not  otherwise  specified  we  assume  this  to  be 
the  style  desired,  and  fill  orders  accordingly. 


M — INSIDE  BLINDS.  In  ordering  it  is  best  to  give 
exact  outside  measure  of  opening  to  be  filled. 
Give  thickness,  number  of  folds  and  state  if  all 
panels,  all  slats  or  half  panel  and  half  slats,  giving 
sketch  of  any  unusual  arrangement  of  panels. 

N — If  Blinds  are  to  be  cut,  state  how  many  times  and 
give  distance  from  top  of  window  to  center  of 
meeting  rail. 

O — If  Blinds  are  to  fold  into  pockets,  give  size  of  pockets, 

P — State  quality,  whether  No.  1,  for  paint  or  oil  finish. 

O' — When  description  of  window  only  is  given,  as  in  or¬ 
dering  O.  S.  Blinds,  we  furnish  our  standard  meas¬ 
urement  of  inside  Blinds,  which  is  the  same  as  the 
check  rail  window  opening,  inch  thick,  four 
fold  where  practicable,  made  to  cut  once  at  check 
rail. 


MOULDINGS 


R — In  ordering,  give  numbers  as  shown  in  this  catalogue 
and  name  kind  of  wood.  If  other  styles  than  are 
shown  herein  are  required,  furnish  detail  or  sketch 
with  correct  measurements. 


S — Unless  otherwise  instructed,  we  will  fill  orders  with 
our  Standard  I’atteni  Mouldings,  No.  1  Paint 
Quality,  in  miscellaneous  long  lengths,  10,  12,  14 
and  16  feet  long. 


FRAMES 


T — In  ordering,  state  whether  for  Outside  or  Inside 
Frames. 

U — For  Window  Frames  give  size,  thickness  and  full 
description  of  window,  stating  whether  for  frame, 
brick  or  veneer  buildings.  If  for  frame  or  brick 
veneer  building,  give  width  of  studding.  If  for 
brick  building  give  thickness  of  wall.  State  if 
frames  are  desired  with  or  without  pulleys. 


V — For  Outside  Door  Frames  give  size  and  thickness 
of  Door,  and  state  whether  frames  are  required 
with  stops  or  with  rabbeted  jambs,  and  if  sill  is  to  be 
Pine  or  Oak.  If  for  frame  building  give  widthof  stud¬ 
ding;  if  for  brick  building,  give  thickness  of  wall. 

W — For  Inside  Door  Frames  give  size  and  thickness  of 
Door  and  width  and  thickness  of  jambs;  state 
whether  stops  or  rabbeted  jambs  are  required,  and 
advise  if  thresholds  are  desired.

All  wood  is  porous,  and  the  drier  and  more 
thoroughly  seasoned  it  is,  the  more  readily  it  ab¬ 
sorbs  the  moisture,  and  is  affected  by  climatic 
conditions.  So  it  may  be  seen  that  when  hard¬ 
wood  in  the  white  is  exposed  to  a  damp  atmos¬ 
phere,  it  expands  or  swells,  and  when  it  is  dried  out  to  its  normal  condition  it 
will  be  found  warped  and  twisted  out  of  shape.  In  the  case  of  doors,  paneling 
and  other  cabinet  work,  the  best  made  joints  will  be  found  gaping  apart.  It  takes 
much  time  and  labor  to  repair  the  damage,  and  even  then  the  chances  are  that  the 
work  will  never  be  up  to  its  former  standard. 


HE  care  and  finishing  of  hard¬ 
wood  plays  a  far  more  important 
part  than  the  average  person 
would  suppose.  Oftentimes  manufac¬ 
turers  of  interior  woodwork  are  pained 
and  mortified  at  seeing  a  fine  job  of  mill  work 
ruined  after  leaving  their  hands,  by  almost  sin¬ 
ful  ignorance  or  by  unskillful  and  indifferent 
finishing. 


Before  leaving  the  factory  all  the  hardwood  doors  and  cabinet  work  are 
scraped  and  sandpapered  so  as  to  present  a  perfectly  smooth  and  absolutely 
clean  surface.  Now  let  the  wood  become  ever  so  slightly  damp  and  the  result  will 
be  the  grain  is  raised ;  that  is,  the  fine  fibers  seem  to  detach  from  the  surface  and 
stand  on  end,  so  to  speak,  giving  the  wood  a  fuzzy  appearance  called  “whiskers.’’ 


Or  escaping  this,  should  particles  of  dust  or  dirt  accumulate  on  the  surface, 
either  before  or  during  the  several  stages  of 
finishing,  when  the  surface  is  sticky  or  tacky 
from  freshly  applied  finishing  material,  the 
result  is  quite  as  bad.  In  both  cases  the 
wood  shows  a  cloudy  or  muddy  effect,  which 
detracts  materially  from  the  clearness  of 
the  tone,  and  thereby  hides  the  finer  mark¬ 
ings  of  the  wood  and  destroys  much  of  its 
beauty.

Freshly  plastered  buildings  are 
responsible  for  much  damage  to 
woodwork.  Mortar  contains  large 
quantities  of  water,  and  until  the 
moisture  is  thoroughly  dried  out  of 
the  walls,  the  house  is  not  in  proper 
condition  to  receive  interior  finish. 
Often  in  the  rush  of  building  it  is  not 
unusual  to  see  the  grouting  or  ce¬ 
menting  of  the  cellar  left  until  the 
last  or  at  least  until  the  interior  fin¬ 
ish  is  put  in  place.  Moisture  from 
the  water  employed  in  making  the 
concrete  permeates  the  upper  rooms, 
buckles  or  humps  the  hardwood 
floors  and  swells  and  twists  the 
woodwork.  Here  the  manufacturer 
often  receives  the  blame  for  an  im¬ 
perfect  bill  of  goods  when  the  fault 
really  lies  at  the  door  of  the  contractor  or  perhaps  the  householder  himself,  who, 
through  ignorance  or  apparent  indifference, 
subjects  the  woodwork  to  ruinous  conditions. 

Damage  is  often  done  to  woodwork  in  the 
white  before  it  reaches  its  destination.  Damp 
warehouses  and  freight  cars  are  often  respons¬ 
ible  for  this  same  effect,  or  the  goods  are  care¬ 
lessly  exposed  at  the  points  of  transfer.  All 
these  troubles  would  have  been  avoided  had 
the  work  been  finished  at  the  mill  before  ship¬ 
ping.  It  must  be  remembered  that  there  is  a 
natural  “come  and  go”  to  all  wood,  whether 
improperly  exposed  or  not,  and  for  this  reason 
the  only  way  to  avoid  “white  streaks”  in  panels 
of  doors  or  other  framed  work,  is  to  have  the 
panels  stained  and  filled  before  framing  same 
together.  If  the  finishing  of  the  woodwork  is 
done  at  the  mill  the  panels  are  taken  care  of  in 
this  way,  and  there  can  never  be  any  of  those

The  Care  and 
Finishing  of 
Veneered  Doors 

'XIIIRST  the  door  should  be 
correctly  fitted  and  the  top 
and  bottom  edges  of  the  door 
beveled  slightly,  that  the  veneer 
may  not  strike. 

It  should  be  painted  at  the  top 
and  bottom  with  white  lead  and 
oil.  This  is  very  important  as  the 
moisture  is  apt  to  get  in  around 
the  door  and  if  not  painted  will 
penetrate  to  the  core. 

The  door  should  be  properly 
filled  and  then  two  coats  of  a 
good  grade  of  varnish  should  be 
used  as  ordinary  varnish  does 
not  stand  moisture. 

When  our  veneered  doors  are 
treated  in  this  manner  they  will 
stand  any  ordinary  atmospheric 
condition.

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unsightly  streaks  around  the  edges. 

People  also  find  after  the  interior 
finish  has  been  set  up  in  the  house, 
and  the  painters  have  begun  work 
on  it  that  some  of  the  prettiest 
pieces  of  base-boards,  chair  rail  or 
other  mouldings  seem  to  be  in 
places  where  they  do  not  show, 
while  in  the  most  conspicuous 
places  the  wood  seems  common¬ 
place.  If  the  wood  had  been  fin¬ 
ished  before  being  installed  the 
carpenters  would  have  recog¬ 
nized  the  handsome  pieces  at 
once,  and  could  have  arranged  them  accordingly,  and  thereby  secured  a  much 
prettier  efifect. 

Finishing  should  only  be  done  where  there  is  proper  light  and  ventilation, 
and  an  even  temperature,  all  of  which  are  absolutely  necessary  to  facilitate  the 
drying  and  hardening  process.  The  best  results  are  obtained  at  a  temperature 
of  70  to  80  degrees  Fahrenheit,  evenly  maintained  day  and  night. 

In  finishing,  the  rule  is  to  make  haste  slowly.  In  many  cases  earlier  delays  of 
one  kind  or  other  have  thrown  the  builder  behind  his  contract  time,  and  the  bur¬ 
den  of  the  rush  is  finally  with  the  painter.  Urged  on  by  both  contractor  and  pros¬ 
pective  occupants  of  the  house,  the  finisher  too  often  begins  his  job  while  the  car¬ 
penters  are  at  work,  the  plumbers  still  busy,  and  perhaps  the  plasterers  patching 
up.  The  air  is  full  of  dust,  which  settles  on  the  half  dry  woodwork  and  specks  it. 
The  several  coats  follow  one  another  before  the  preceding  one  is  fairly  dry.  The 
result  is  a  foregone  conclusion :  a  fine  bill  of  interior  woodwork  ruined  in  the  fin¬ 
ishing. 

With  the  manufacturers  alone  lies  the  remedy 
for  these  evils.  Speaking  for  ourselves,  we  have 
concluded  to  guard  ourselves  against  these  defi¬ 
ciencies  and  further  the  interests  of  our  patrons  by 
taking  measures  for  the  proper  care  and  protection 
of  our  woodwork.

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WHY  THE  ALDINE  FURNISHES  PURE  AIR 


Makers  of  common  direct  draft  old  style  fire  places  put  out  under  high  sounding  names  and 
strong  claims,  which  cannot  be  substantiated,  make  the  claim  that  it  is  necessary  to  take  cold  air 
from  out  of  doors  to  help  purify  the  air  in  the  room.  Even  if  this  theory  were  correct,  which  we  will 

show  you  is  not  the  case,  it  stands  to  reason  that  the  more 
cold  air  there  is  drawn  into  the  room  to  be  heated,  the 
greater  amount  of  fuel  is  needed  to  constantly  heat  that 
air;  and  when  the  icy  cold  out-door  air  of  winter  is  drawn 
in,  in  any  quantity,  it  can  be  readily  seen  what  it  means 
to  the  fuel  bill  to  have  to  heat  it  up  to  a  temperature  of 
65  or  70  degrees  to  make  the  interior  comfortable.  And 
as  to  the  question  of  its  purifying  the  room — if  you  had 
some  water  that  was  impure,  would  you  first  throw  it  out 
of  doors  and  then  go  and  bring  it  in  again  and  call  it 
pure?  You  certainly  would  not.  What  you  w’ould  do 
would  be  to  put  it  on  the  fire  and  boil  it  thoroughly.  That 
is  just  exactly  what  the  Aldine  does  with  the  heavy 
impure  air  in  the  room — it  draws  it  in  off  the  floor  com¬ 
pletely  cooks  the  impurities  out  of  it,  and  returns  it  pure 
and  hot  into  the  room,  keeping  up  the  pure  heat  and  cir¬ 
culating  it  uniformly  throughout  the  entire  space  to  be 
heated. 

To  further  illustrate  the  above  point  we  have  prepared 
tw'O  sectional  cuts  of  the  Aldine  which  we  have  numbered  plates  26  and  27,  and  which  we  show  here¬ 
with.  Plate  No.  26  shows  that  in  Nos.  1  and  2  the 
products  of  combustion  when  damper  G  is  turned  to 
the  left,  pass  from  fire  pot  into  the  flue  H,  down  flue 
I,  around  ash  dump  E,  and  up  flue  J  through  a  radiat¬ 
ing  surface  of  30  square  feet  before  entering  chimney 
K,  a  large  percentage  of  the  heat-bearing  gases  thus 
being  consumed  in  the  flues  and  utilized.  Referring 
to  plate  No.  27,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  all  Aldines  the  fire 
pot,  flues  and  ash  pan  are  incased  in  an  iron  jacket, 
forming  an  air  chamber.  When  the  fire  pot  A,  and  the 
flues  B,  become  heated,  they  form  a  radiating  surface  of 
30  .square  feet  over  which  the  cold  air  entering  openings 
at  either  side  of  base  at  E,  is  passed,  heated,  purified  and 
thrown  out  into  the  room  through  register  F,  keeping  up 
a  constant  circulation,  taking  the  cold  air  off  the  floor, 
and  distributing  heated  pure  air  equally  throughout  the 
room,  keeping  the  temperature  the  same  in  all  parts  of 
the  room,  from  floor  to  ceiling,  the  atmosphere  pure  and

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DIRECTIONS  FOR  SETTING  WOOD  MANTELS, 

TILE  AND  FIREPLACES. 


See  that  your  chimney  is  well  built  and  sound,  and  an  arch  is  turned  for  the 
hearth.  Put  all  the  tile  to  soak  in  clean  water.  It  can  stay  there  an  hour  and  then 
laid  out  to  drip.  In  the  box  with  tile  is  a  diagram  showing  size  and  how  hearth  is 
laid  out.  Place  mantel  against  wall  and  mark  out  hearth.  Take  careful  measurements 
of  profile  of  mantel,  the  tile  opening,  etc.,  also  mark  the  chimney  where  the  screws 
go  through  mantel  to  hold  it  in  place,  and  remove  the  mantel.  Cut  out  floor  to  the 
proper  size  and  lay  in  concrete  or  foundation  to  within  an  inch  of  floor  level.  Con¬ 
crete  can  be  gravel  and  common  cement.  Some  prefer  to  lay  in  common  brick;  if 
this  is  done  the  brick  must  be  well  soaked  before  laying  the  cement  and  tile  on  them. 

Examine  diagram  and  lay  out  the  hearth  on  floor  convenient  enough  to  be  picked 
up  piece  by  piece  and  put  in  place.  When  the  concrete  has  set,  mix  some  Portland 
cement  (one-third  cement  to  two-thirds  clean,  sharp  sand),  and  place  this  on  the 
concrete  thick  enough  to  raise  the  tile  ^  inch  above  the  floor.  When  the  cement 
is  smooth  and  level,  lay  the  tile  on  it,  commencing  on  the  outside  as  per  diagram. 

After  the  tile  are  all  laid  in  and  fitted  to  place,  wedge  them  all  around  to  keep 
from  spreading  and  hammer  them  down  lightly  with  a  wood  block  or  a  smooth  piece 
of  board  to  the  level  of  the  floor;  when  you  have  got  them  all  nicely  in  place,  level 
and  evenly  spaced,  mix  a  little  Portland  cement,  quite  thin,  and  wash  it  over  the  sur¬ 
face,  working  it  into  the  joints,  where  needed.  After  this  has  partially  set,  wipe  the 
tile  perfectly  clean  with  sawdust  or  shavings.  All  the  cement  should  be  cleaned  off, 
as  it  is  very  difficult  to  remove  after  it  has  set.  Drill  and  plug  the  chimney  where  the 
screws  fasten  the  mantel. 

You  already  have  the  profile,  etc.,  of  the  mantel.  Lay  up  the  piers,  then  lay 
the  iron  arch  bar  across  from  pier  to  pier  and  build  the  arch  on  them,  making  it 
high  enough  to  fill  the  opening  and  a  trifle  over.  Now,  the  arch  bar  is  as  high  as 
the  frame,  and  the  piers  far  enough  apart  to  allow  the  fire  brick  to  go  in  and  the 
frame  to  fit  all  around. 

Set  the  grate  into  the  fireplace  to  get  the  proper  angle  and  build  the  fireplace 
of  the  brick,  leaving  about  ^  inch  play  all  around  the  grate.  Lay  up  the  fire  brick 
with  fire  clay  or  mortar.  Cut  the  fire  brick  on  the  sides  to  allow  the  back  brick 
to  rest  against  them,  and  draw  in  the  sides  to  fit  the  damper.  All  this  being  done 
leaves  a  space  of  ^  inch  from  the  face  of  the  masonry  to  the  profile  of  the  mantel 
in  which  to  put  the  cement  and  tile  for  the  facing,  except  where  the  edge  of  the 
fire  brick  is  caught  by  the  frame. 

Set  the  metal  frame  in  place,  blocking  it  away  from  the  face  of  the  masonry 
where  necessary,  and  anchor  it  to  the  masonry  with  wires.  Mix  Portland  cement 
for  the  facing,  half  and  half,  with  clean,  sharp  sand,  and  set  on  the  facing,  breaking 
joints  and  setting  the  tile  so  that  no  opening  will  show  between  them  and  the  frame 
or  mantel,  using  great  care  to  keep  them  plumb  and  the  surface  even,  finishing  the 
work  same  as  in  the  hearth. 

Driving  wood  plugs  into  the  chimney  where  the  screws  go  through  mantel 
and  when  the  masonry  and  tile  work  is  perfectly  dry,  screw  mantel  in  place.  Tiles 
can  be  cut,  if  it  is  necessary,  by  scratching  the  enamel  with  a  hard,  sharp  steel 
instrument,  like  a  cold  chisel  or  sharpened  file,  and  then  striking  them  on  the  back, 
opposite  the  scratch,  with  a  light  hammer.  The  edges  can  be  ground  smooth  on 
a  fire  brick  or  sand  paper. 

The  profile  is  the  projection  of  the  tile  facing  of  mantel  from  face  of  chimney, 
and  represents  the  distance  the  face  of  tiling  must  be  set  from  face  of  chimney. 

All  our  hearths  are  sent  out  as  near  as  possible  the  width  of  the  mantel  ordered 
and  the  depth  shown  on  diagram  in  box.  We  make  extra  charge  for  larger  hearths. 
A  plan  is  enclosed  in  the  box  with  the  tile  for  both  facing  and  hearth,  showing  exact 
position  of  each  piece  and  the  number  of  pieces  required.  The  hearths  are  always  laid 
out  before  being  packed  so  no  shortage  will  occur.

But,  the  special  features  of  the  ^-inch  flooring  is  its  adaptability  in  covering  old  floors,  doing 
away  with  the  soft  floor  and  carpets,  and  giving  a  strictly  “hygienic”  floor,  attractive,  beautiful, 
lasting  and  finished  in  the  natural  wood. 

Maple  flooring  has  no  rival  for  durability  and  is  used  in  office  buildings,  schools,  public  halls, 
churches,  dwellings,  stores,  etc.  Oak  flooring,  while  adapted  to  all  the  uses  of  Maple,  is  used  largely 
in  living  rooms,  sleeping  apartments  of  the  modern  house,  and  is  a  wood  of  so  much  beauty  and 
utility  and  so  well  known  as  to  require  but  little  description. 

The  finishing  of  hardwood  floors  is  simple  and  the  amount  of  attention  required  to  keep  the  floor 
in  perfect  order  is  less  than  sweeping  old  fashioned  carpets.

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WOOD  CARPET  and  PARQUET  FLOORING 


S  NOT,  as  many  people  suppose,  a  temporary  floor 
covering  to  be  laid  down  and  taken  up  at  pleas¬ 
ure,  but  is  a  permanent  new  floor  on  top  of  the 
old  one,  and  is  carefully  fitted  into  all  the  offsets 
and  runs  around  all  the  projections  of  the  room, 
and  is  firmly  nailed  down  with  small  brads;  ana 
when  finished  has  the  effect  of  a  thick  European 
floor.  We  make  it,  however,  in  the  same  elaborate  and  beautiful 
designs,  by  the  process  of  gluing  the  wood  on  cloth  instead  of  to 
another  piece  of  wood  an  inch  or  so  thick,  and  we  make  it  at  a  much 
less  cost,  as  we  utilize  the  floor  already  down,  and  thus  occupy  but 
five-sixteenths  of  an  inch,  instead  of  one  inch  or  more  (as  with  thick 
parquet) . 

Where  disappointments  have  arisen  from  any  kind  of  hardwood 
floors,  it  has  invariably  been  from  not  understanding  the  proper 
treatment,  or  in  expecting  too  much  of  them.  The  treatment  of 
floors  should  be  the  same  as  the  European. 

The  common  remark  “that  a  bare  floor  is  so  cheerless”  comes 
wholly  from  the  impression  given  by  an  ordinary  pine  floor,  with  its 
unsightly  cracks,  and  from  not  having  seen  the  effect  of  a  well-laid 
Parquet  Floor,  in  combination  with  the  furniture  and  other  articles, 
in  keeping  with  the  character  of  the  room  in  which  it  is  laid. 


WOOD  CARPET  and 
PARQUETRY 


Is  made  in  the  uniform  thickness  of  five- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch.  The  woods  used  are 
all  kiln  dried  and  prepared  so  as  to  prevent 
shrinkage.  Care  must  be  taken  to  preserve 
them  from  dampness  until  the  floor  is  laid  and  finished.  The 
straight  carpeting,  36  and  28  inches  wide,  rolls  up  like  an  oilcloth, 
and  is  thus  readily  shipped.

jQg  Are  being  extensively  used,  on  account  of  their  healthful- 

_  ness  and  convenience  in  keeping  the  room  clean  and  free 

from  dust.  They  are  generally  used  on  the  middle  part  of 
the  room,  leaving  a  margin  of  about  two  feet  around  sides  of  the 
room  for  furniture  to  stand  on.  The  floor  upon  which  they  lie 
should  be  a  good  one,  with  some  degree  of  ornamentation,  and  free 
from  joints  and  cracks.  The  dust  on  the  floor  is  easily  removed 
with  a  damp  cloth  or  brush,  and  the  rug  can  be  rolled  up  at  pleasure, 
and  be  taken  out  to  be  freed  from  dust.  Rugs  are  now  made  to 
order  at  a  very  moderate  cost,  and  of  any  desired  shape  and  size. 


ESTIMATES 


Free  of  charge  for  floors  or  borders,  with  full  in¬ 
structions  and  working  drawing,  will  be  cheerfully 
given  to  parties  sending  us  a  sketch  of  the  ground 
plan,  with  measurements  of  the  space  desired  to  be  covered.

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DIRECTIONS  for  MEASURING 

Give  each  distance  separately  where  the  wall  is  broken  by  bay  window  or  hearth, 
and  in  addition  mark  the  extreme  length  and  width.  Mark  the  direction  of  the  under 
floor  so  that  our  material  may  be  planned  to  run  in  opposite  direction 


DIRECTIONS  for  LAYING  and  FINISHING 

Remove  the  quarter-round,  and  measure  off  on  the  floor  the  plan,  as  shown  in  the 
working  drawing,  which  we  supply  with  our  material. 

Drive  inch  No.  15  wire  brads  in  rows  about  9  inches  apart,  placing  a  brad  at 
each  edge  of  each  slat,  then  with  a  punch,  sink  each  brad  about  below  surface 

of  the  wood. 

Go  over  the  floor  carefully  with  a  steel  scraper  wherever  uneven  joints  or  rough¬ 
ness  is  found,  or  any  hammer  marks  appear,  after  which  sand  the  surface  with  No.  1}^ 
sandpaper,  first  with  the  grain,  then  across.  A  Weighted  Floor  Brush  with  sandpaper 
under  will  lighten  this  work. 

Putty  each  brad  hole  to  match  the  wood  then  sand  again  lightly  to  clean  the 
surface  of  filler  and  putty  marks. 

Clean  off  the  floor  carefully,  then  apply  Paste  Wood  Filler  with  a  brush  going 
over  no  more  surface  than  will  admit  being  cleaned  off  before  hardening.  After  the 
Filler  is  set,  rub  off  with  cloth  or  excelsior,  allow  the  Filler  twelve  hours  at  least 
to  dry. 

Wipe  the  floor  off  thoroughly,  and  apply  a  coat  of  Shellac  or  best  Floor  Varnish, 
then  polish  with  “hard  wax’’  finish,  rubbing  first  across  the  grain  and  with  the  grain 
afterwards.  The  Weighted  Floor  Brush  (25  pounds)  is  necessary  for  this  polishing.

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GLOSSARY  OF  TRADE  TERMS 


The  definitions  below  give  the  meaning  of  various  terms  used  in  this  book  or  in  quotations 
affecting  articles  described  as  established  by  general  usage. 


APPLYING  IN  GENERAL 


MEASUREMENTS. 

OUTSIDE  OPENING — The  measurement  of  any  given  article  from  outside  to  outside.  The  frame 
opening.  Always  should  be  given  in  feet  and  inches. 

BETWEEN  GLASS — The  difference  between  the  outside  opening  and  the  total  glass  measurement 
of  a  given  window  or  sash. 

FACE  MEASURE — -The  measurement  of  any  part  of  an  article  exclusive  of  any  solid  mold  or  rabbet. 

FINSIHED  SIZE — The  measurement  of  any  given  part  of  an  article  over  all  or  including  the  solid 
mold  or  rabbet. 

RIPPING  SIZE — The  size  of  stock  necessary  to  produce  any  given  finished  size.  Usually  34  inch 
over  finished  size  up  to  5  inch  cuts  and  34  inch  over  above. 

MOLDING. 

SOLID  MOLD  or  SOLID  STUCK — A  mold  which  is  worked  on  the  article  itself. 

APPLIED  MOLD — A  separate  mold  applied  or  attached  to  any  part  of  an  article. 

FLUSH  MOLD — An  applied  molding  which  finishes  flush  with  or  below  the  face  or  surface  of  the  stiles 
or  rails  of  the  article. 

RAISED  MOLD — An  applied  molding  which  partly  covers  or  which  extends  above  the  face  or  surface 
of  the  stiles  or  rails  of  the  article. 

MULLION. 

An  upright  or  vertical  bar,  usually  wider  than  the  ordinary  bar,  dividing  the  glass  in  a  sash,  or  a  wide 
upright  bar  dividing  two  sash  in  a  frame.  Applied  also  to  single  blinds  made  to  represent  pairs. 

MUNTIN. 

Applies  to  any  short  or  light  bars— either  vertical  or  horizontal— in  a  sash  or  in  a  door  between  panels 
not  extending  the  full  width  or  length  of  the  article. 

ODD  WORK. 

This  term  applies  to  any  article  which  is  not  listed  under  listed  sizes,  or  for  which  a  list  must  be  formed 
by  the  application  of  any  of  the  Foot  Notes  or  Rules  for  Extras — unless  these  specifically  state  to 
the  contrary. 

RAIL. 

The  cross  or  horizontal  pieces  of  the  framework  of  a  sash,  door  or  blind. 

STILES. 

The  upright  or  vertical  outside  pieces  of  a  sash,  door  or  blind. 

STOCK  QUANTITY. 

Ten  or  more  of  any  given  article  of  one  kind,  size  and  quality. 
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APPLYING  TO  DOORS 


ASTRAGAL. 

MOLD — -For  Folding  Doors— A  strip  of  molding  the  length  of  the  door  of  any  desired  pattern  to  be 
applied  to  one  of  a  pair  of  folding  doors  so  as  to  form  a  rabbet. 

SINGLE — For  Folding  Doors — A  strip  the  length  of  the  doors  with  a  cross-section  usually  similar  to 
a  letter  “T” — used  to  form  a  rabbet. 

DOUBLE — For  Sliding  Doors — A  pair  of  strips  the  length  of  the  doors — rabbeted  to  receive  the  doors 
on  the  back  and  molded  or  grooved  reciprocally  on  the  face  to  make  a  tight  joint. 

JOINT — ^For  Sliding  Doors— A  molding  or  groove  worked  reciprocally  on  the  meeting  edges  of  each 
of  a  pair  of  doors  to  make  a  tight  joint. 


BANDED  DOORS. 

Doors  with  a  thin  band  or  strip — usually  molded — -on  the  outside  edge  of  the  face  of  each  stile  and  top 
and  bottom  rail — also  called  friction  strips. 


CHAMFERED  DOORS. 

Doors  with  the  corner  of  the  stiles  or  rails  beveled  at  an  angle  of  about  45  degrees. 

STOP  CHAMFER — A  chamfer  stopped  or  ended  short  of  the  length  of  the  piece  chamfered. 


DOWELED  DOORS. 

Doors  put  together  with  dowels  instead  of  tenons. 


DUTCH  DOOR. 

A  door  made  to  be  cut  horizontally  through  the  lock  rail  so  that  the  upper  part  can  be  opened  inde¬ 
pendently  of  the  lower  part. 


FOUR-PANEL  DOOR. 

Unless  specifically  otherwise  stated  is  understood  to  mean  the  standard  listed  four-panel  door  No.  >S00. 


FIVE-PANEL  DOOR. 

Unless  specifically  otherwise  stated  is  understood  to  mean  the  standard  listed  five-panel  lock  rail  panel 
door  No.  SOI. 


PANELS. 

Bevel  raised  panels  are  standard. 

GRADUATED  PANELS. 

Doors  with  cross  panels  of  a  different  width  usually  graduated  from  a  wide  lower  panel  to  a  narrow 
top  panel. 


LOCK  RAIL. 

The  center  rail  of  a  standard  four-panel  door. 

PANEL — The  horizontal  panel  of  a  standard  five-panel  or  similar  door. 

TENONS. 

THROUGH  TENONED  —  A  door  made  with  tenons  on  the  end  of  the  rails  mortised  or  tenoned 
through  and  showing  on  the  outside  of  the  stile. 

BLIND  TENONED  OR  MORTISED — A  door  made  with  the  tenons  on  the  ends  of  the  rails  mor¬ 
tised  into  but  extending  only  part  way  through  the  stile. 
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APPLYING  TO  BLINDS 

BLIND. 

SINGLE — A  single  blind  is  one  piece  to  fill  a  given  opening. 

PAIR — A  pair  of  blinds  is  two  pieces  to  fill  a  given  opening,  made  and  rabbeted  to  fold. 

SET — A  set  of  blinds  is  more  than  two  pieces  for  a  given  opening  made  to  fold  upon  each  other. 

STATIONARY  SLAT  BLINDS. 

Blinds  with  slats  mortised  into  or  so  attached  to  the  stiles  as  to  be  fixed. 

HALF  STATIONARY  BLINDS — Blinds  with  one  panel  of  movable  or  rolling  slats,  and  one  of 
stationary  or  fixed  slats. 

SHUTTERS. 

Blinds  with  solid  panels  instead  of  slat  panels. 

BEAD  AND  BUTT  SHUTTERS. 

Shutters  with  panels  flush  with  the  stiles  and  rails  on  one  side  and  with  beads  lengthwise  of  the  panels, 
at  or  near  the  stiles  on  one  side  only. 

FLUSH  MOLD. 

See  Flush  Mold  under  “General.” 


APPLYING  TO  TERMS  AND  DISCOUNTS 

CAR  LOTS. 

Quantities  of  millwork  sold  at  one  time  for  shipment  at  one  time  which  aggregate  the  minimum  weight 
allowed  by  the  published  railroad  tariff  for  the  given  destination — usually  24,000  pounds. 

LOCAL  OR  WAY  FREIGHTS. 

Terms  applied  to  sales  or  shipments  which  for  any  reason  take  less  than  car  lot  rates  of  freight. 

CASH  DISCOUNT. 

A  discount  allowed  for  payment  of  an  invoice  within  a  specified  time  from  date  of  invoice.  It  does 
not  apply  to  any  freight  or  other  allowance,  which  should  always  be  deducted  before  cash  discount 
is  taken. 

F.  O.  B.  OR  FREE  ON  BOARD. 

This  term  indicates  that  the  quotation  or  sale  is  made  for  goods  on  the  cars  at  seller’s  shipping  point 
without  charge  for  loading  or  handling. 

FREIGHT  ALLOWED. 

Signifies  that  the  seller  will  allow  the  purchaser  on  presentation  of  paid  freight  bill  to  deduct  from  settle¬ 
ment  the  full  amount  of  freight  paid  on  any  given  shipment  from  shipping  point  to  destination. 
It  does  not  guarantee  the  safe  delivery  of  goods. 

FREIGHT  EQUALIZED. 

Signifies  that  the  seller  will  allow  the  purchaser  on  presentation  of  paid  freight  bill  to  deduct  from  the 
settlement  an  amount  equal  to  the  excess — if  any — of  the  amount  paid  for  freight  over  the  sum 
which  the  buyer  would  have  had  to  pay  on  a  similar  shipment  from  the  point  equalized  with.  It 
does  not  guarantee  safe  delivery  of  goods. 

OPENINGS. 

Quotations  are  frequently  made  at  a  specified  discount  for  a  given  number  of  openings. 

In  this  connection  an  opening  is  understood  to  mean 
One  Door  or  two  Cupboard  Doors. 

One  Window. 

Two  Sash. 

One  Pair  of  Blinds  or  two  Single  Blinds. 

STOCK  GOODS  OR  STOCK  ITEMS. 

Terms  frequently  used  in  quotations  to  indicate  such  listed  sizes  as  are  regularly  carried  in  stock  by 
the  party  quoting.  Must  not  be  confused  with  “listed  sizes”  which  may  be  “stock  sizes”  in  one 
locality  and  not  in  another. 
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STICKING.  (See  Solid  Mold.) 

O.  G. — A  solid  mold  which  is  a  combination  of  a  cove  and  a  quarter  round  with  no  fillet  between. — 

The  standard  sticking  for  doors,  sash  and  blinds. 

COVE  AND  BEAD — A  solid  mold  which  is  a  combination  of  a  cove  and  quarter  round  with  a  small 
fillet  between. 

BEAD  AND  COVE — A  solid  mold  which  is  a  combination  of  a  quarter  round  and  cove  with  a  small 
fillet  between  and  on  each  side. 

OVOLO — A  solid  mold  which  is  a  quarter  round  with  a  small  fillet  on  each  side. 

P.  G. — A  solid  mold  which  is  a  long  bevel  with  a  small  fillet  on  each  side. 


APPLYING  TO  SASH  OR  WINDOWS 

SASH. 

A  sash  indicates  a  single  piece  to  fill  a  given  opening. 

WINDOW. 

A  window  indicates  two  pieces — one  upper,  one  lower — to  fill  an  opening  arranged  to  slide  vertically. 

CASEMENT. 

Applies  to  a  sash  or  pair  of  sash  made  to  be  hung  on  hinges  to  swing. 

COTTAGE.  . 

COTTAGE  WINDOW — A  window  in  which  the  meeting  rails  are  placed  above  the  center  of  the 
opening. 

COTTAGE  SASH — A  sash  made  to  correspond  to  a  cottage  window. 

FRENCH  WINDOW. 

A  pair  of  sash  made  to  be  hung  on  hinges  like  a  pair  of  doors — A  long  pair  of  casement  sash. 

FACTORY  SASH  OR  WINDOWS. 

Sash  or  windows  divided  into  small  lights  for  factory  use — The  term  implies  an  inferior  quality  of  ma¬ 
terial  for  paint,  permitting  the  use  of  reasonable  defects  of  any  nature  not  weakening  the  sash. 

FULL  BOUND. 

This  term  indicates  that  the  sash  so  described  shall  have  a  similar  amount  of  wood  in  stiles  and  top  and 
bottom  rails,  usually  described  as  “same  rail  all  around.” 

MEETING  RAILS. 

The  rails  of  a  window  which  meet  when  the  wdndow  is  hung  and  closed. 

PLAIN  RAIL — Meeting  rails  of  the  same  thickness  as  the  rest  of  the  window. 

CHECK  RAILS — Meeting  rails  sufficiently  thicker  than  the  window  to  fill  the  opening  between  the 
top  and  bottom  sash  made  by  the  check  strip  or  parting  strip  in  the  frame.  They  are  usually 
beveled. 

LUGS  OR  HORNS. 

An  extension  of  the  stiles  of  a  window  beyond  the  meeting  rails.  They  are  usually  molded  on  the  in¬ 
side  of  the  stile  with  an  O.  G.  Mold — (O.  G.  Lugs  or  Corbels). 


QUEEN  ANNE. 


Windows  or  sash  divided  into  small  lights. 

SUSPENDED  LIGHTS. 

A  term  applied  to  a  light  within  a  sash,  formed  by  straight  bars,  any  one  of  which  must  be  attached  to 
the  free  end  or  to  the  beveled  joint  of  other  bars  or  munts.
